REINSTATEMENT is MYSTERY 


What has become of the $60,000 “ slush ”’ 
fund that William F. Stine, president of the 
United polfige of Chicago, is said to have col- 
lected from niembers for the purpose of hay- 
ing their salaries increased ? 

Stine has left the city for an indefinite 
stay. In the opinion of the police he will 
not return. Both Mr. Stine and the $60,000,

Discovery was made that Stine once was 
discharged from the department for alleged 
complicity in the stealing of bodies from the 
fee insane asylum. 


The date of his dismissal was Dec. 24, 1897. 
Joseph Kipley was then head of the force, 


and on taking Stine’s star he used language 
of which only Kipley was capable. 


Was Reinstated Later. 

Stine was acting sergeant at the Irving 
Park station when the police trial board 
dismissed him. Ke was. accused by Henry 
Ulrich, a former watch at the Dunning 
institution, with promoting the body anatch- 
ing plot. 

By what means Stine was reinstated to 
the force could not be learned last night. 


Since the departure of Stine, who was giver : 


what the president is going to do with the 
$60,000 slush fund. The salary increase was 
refused by a voteof the city council and those 
who contributed toward the fund are aroused. 
An assessment of $20 each was collected 
from those who believed that, salaries would 
be increased if influence “was brought to 
rent upon the aldermen. There are, or were, 
nearly 4,000 patrolmen who belonged to the 
association. About 3,000 of them, it is said, 
were induced to contribute. 


Some of Money Returned? 

As president of the association Stine, it is 
declared, received the contributions. After 
hie failure to “induce” the council) to in- 
crease salaries of himself and coworkers he 
returned some of the contributions, it is said. 

Stine was ambitious to be superintendent 
of the department. With that object in view, 
he is said to have offered a large part of the 
“slush kund te two democratic candidates 
for the mayoralty nomination. The proposi- 
tion was turned down.

$60,000 fund is, expected to come out in a few

D. D. Healy Reveals Plot. 

Stine’s alleged complicity with the Dunning 
body snatching scandal was brought to the 
attention of former Supt. Kipley by D. D. 
Healy, former president of the county board. 

In October, 1897, four bodies were stolen 
from the insane asylum morgue and were 
shipped to a medical college at Kirksville,Mo, 
John Luées, a teamster, at the Dunning insti- 
tution, was arrested by Mr. Healy, who 


Ulrich, who a short time before had been dis- 
charged from the county’s employ by Mr.

Miss Virginia Brooks, the “ Joan of Arc” 
of West Hammond, at the head of a small 
army of women, yesterday attacked a gang 
of workmen who had attempted to resume the 


laying of pavement on One Hundred and 


Fifty-fifth place, between Price and Burn- 
ham streets. 

The move precipitated a battle in which 
more than 800 persons eventually were en- 
gaged and in which a score of shots were 


fired. Finally, after having been routed by 


the enemy’s reinforcements from the police 
department, Miss Brooks spent five zane in

Trouble Gets Early Start. 

The trouble has been brewing for some 
time, but the first serious clash came Friday 
night when Miss Brooks and a score of women 
drove the pavers away from the street. Te- 
terday morning when the paving gang arrived 
to resume their work they found Miss Brooks 
and a number of women seated on the bricks. 
They were armed with brooms, rolling pins, 
pokers, Can openers, and other articles of 
feminine warfare. 8 

When the workmen saw them they stopped 
and sent back to the city ball for E. R. Dwing. 
the city engineer. (Ewing sent for 4 police 
man and told the men to go to work. 

The fight started immediately. The police- 
man, John Okri, received the first blew. He 
advanced at the head of the pavers and 
grabbed Miss Brooks. She weighs only about 
120 pounds, but the slap that she slammed 
against Okri's face nearly knocked him off his 
feet. 


Fight Hand to Hand. 
The two forces then closed and there was 


— 
„ 


from all sides. Men and women poured out 
of the adjoining dwellings, armed with all 
sorts of weapons, and mingled in the fray. 
Small boys stood on the outskirts and héeved 
brickbats and cobble stones into the wavering 
ranks of the pavers. 

While the issue was still in doubt, Capt. 
Barney Johnson arrived with eight policemen. 
They began shooting in the air. Jacob Cici- 
ora was hit on the head with a brick hurled 
by a paver and fell to the street unconscious. 
The Brooks forces began to fal) back and 
finally some of them ran. 


Police Win First Brush. 

Miss Brooks stood her ground firmly. So 
did Stanley Malewski and Lizzie Kusel. 
Patrolman Fred Kemp knocked Migs Kusel 
down. Victoria Drewinski and Agnes Sulitz, 
the latter armed with a broom, went to her 
rescue, but were beaten off. That left Miss 
Brooks and Maleweki. The police and the 
workmen closed around them and places 
them under arrest. 

The police started for the jeil with their 
prisoners. By this time the whole of West 
Hammond had been aroused and most of 
West Hammond was in the procession that 
followed Miss Brooks and Her fellow captive. 
The crowd yelled loudly. It refrained from 
hurling bricks for fear of hurting the pris- 


oners.

Crowd Wins Her Release.

Miss Brokks’ mother as surety and set her 
free on §500 bond, shortly after 3 o’clock. Migs 
Brooks then went bafl for Malewski.

‘A man who has an office on the third floor 
of the building in Washington place, across 
from the burned building, said he looked up 
upon hearing shrieks and saw a girl climb 
out of a window on the ninth floor of the 
Asch building, where the fire occurred. At 
this time the man, who refused to give his 
name, says there was no sign of smoke or 
flame. The girl stood fora moment. Then 
she jumped. She whirled over and over, a 
streak of black gown and white undereloth- 
ing, for nine floors and crashed onto the 
sidewalk. 

LEAP TO THEIR DEATH. 

About the same time Dr. Ralph Fralick, 
119 Waverley place, was walking across 
Washington Square park toward the build- 
| ing and started on a run as he saw the heads 
of screaming irie at the windows of the 
three topmost doors and saw dozens more 
| crowd out upon the foot wide terra cotta 
| ledge which runs along the window sills of 
the ninth floor. 

They stood for a time, the doctor says, on 
the little ledge. Then a girl jumped and 
another and another. Some of them fell 
straight as a plummet and smashed through. 
the vault lights of the street into the base- 
ment under the sidewalk. Most of them 
turned many times, shrieking as they fell. 

One girl, the doctor says, deliberately took 
off her hat and laid it on the ledge before she 
jumped. 

MAN PUSHES MANY OUT.

In the whole long day of examination of 
the principal witness,, Robert Catherwood, 
president of the Civil Service Reform league, 
there were only about five minutes of direct 
examination. ‘The rest of the time was 
taken up with cross examination, which for- 
mer Judge A. C. Barnes, courisel for the 
committee, finally denounced as designed 
solely for the purpose of killt time“

J. Rufus Wallingford was all right in bis 
way, but when it comes to the higher sphere 
of imaginative finance he would have to ait 
at the feet of Milo Franklin Lewis, late 
president of the Cosmopolitan bank, 155 
Washington Street, and take lessons. 

Wallingford, as the man who originated 
the idea of capitalizing a mud hole, is worthy 
of a centain amount of respect, and the par- 
ticular financial circle in which Mr. Walling- 
ford moved wae willing enough to concede & 
to him, but these same financiers must take 
off their hats in reverence to Milo F. Lewis 
because, Lewis is the person Who conceived 
the notion of capitalizing Sir Francie Drake. 


Started-a Bank on $1.67. 

The last time Mr. Lewis was in Chicago 
he started a million dollar bank with some- 
thing Hke §1.47. That bank—the Cosmopoil- 
tan—is now in the hands of receivers. Just 
before the crash Lewis dropped out of sight. 
He has reappeared now and Pontiac, Bloom- 
ington, and other towns in that vicinity have 
excellent reasons for noting the fact. 

The reason for this is that Lewis has been 
in their midst disposing of stock in a newly 
discovered heir to the millions of the Marine? 
Drake. 

Drake in hia lifetime captured many Span- 
ish galleons laden with pieces of eight. He 
left a great fortune. His heirs disappeared 
and the British government seized it. Lewis 
metamonphosed a Drake heiress out of the 
rather thin heir of St. Louis in Mrs. D. . 
Whittaker, and he is selling stock in her 
because she needs the money to prosecute her 
claims. | 

Shares in the prospects of Mre. Whit- 
taker were offered by Lewie at $25 each. 
Lewis promieed that they would yield the 
modest return of about $2,000 for $1. Pontiae, 
Bloomington and other towns snatched them 
up as a bargain. 


Magnetic Healer Is One Agent. 

The Pontiac end of the scheme has been 
left to Prof. E. B. Trenner. a practitioner of 
magnetic healing. Trenner's success in his 
professional work attracted the notice of the 
Livingston county Medical society, and an 
indictment some time ago was returned 
against him in the Circuit court for prac- 
ticing medicine without a state certificate. 
Litigation is still pending in the Supreme 
court, where Trenner carried the case after 
he had been found guilty in the Circuit court.

ons for the American hefre of Drake.

HOLD MEETING TOMORROW. 


Two Years Used by New York Investi- 
gators Is Cited. 


A ful} dental thet the report of the experts 
investigating gas rates has been held back 
for political purposes was made yesterday 
by Ald. W. J. Pringle, chairman of the coun- 
oil committee on gas, oll, and electric light. 

He issued. a formal statement asserting 
that there has been no justification for 
charges that the report had beem delayed by 
the subcommittee in charge of the investiga- 
tien, composed of himself, Ald. Charies E. 
Merriam, and Ald, Theodore a. Long. He 
said the gas report has not been completed, 
and that it will be sent to the full committee 
as soon as the experts finish it, 

In addition to iasuing thie statement Ald. 
Pringle called a meeting of the committee 
for tomorrow afternoon, when the members 
ot the subcommittee and W. J. Hagenah, its 
chief investigator, will report the progrese 
made thus far in both the gas and the tele- 
phone rate inquiry. 


Experts Rushing Work. 

Ald. Pringle’s statement follows: 

“A statement has been put in circulation 
that the report of the gas experts on gas rates 
has been held up by the subcommittee, con- 
aisting of Ald. Merriam, Long, and myself. 
There is nothing to justify this statement. 
The work of the experts and of the sub- 
committee on the gas investigation was com- 
menced early in January. The work has been 
rushed to the limit ever since it was begun. 
The same experts and the same subcommit- 
tee which have been dealing with the gas 
question algo have been dealing with the 
report on telephone rates. The report on the 
telephone company almost has been com- 
pleted. The work of finishing the report on 
the telephone company has been interfered 
with to quite an extent by the work on the 
gas report. 


Delayed by None. 

“The gas report is being rushed with all 
possible speed. It never has been held back 
in any way for one minute by ad member 
of the subcommittee or by any one connected 
with the work; it will not be held back. As 
goon as it ie finished, it will be reported into 
the general committee. Whether this will 
be within the next week or within the next 
two or three weeks, I am unable to say. 

“ The commission having in charge the gas 
imvestigation of the Consolidated Gas com- 
pany of New York spent two years’ time 
working over their investigation and report. 
In the light of this, the small committee em- 
ployed to do a similar work here in Chicago 
ought to have at least three or four months in 
which to do its work.

WAR SPIRIT IN MESSAGE. 


Celestial Government to Be Held; 


Responsible for the Ob- 
stinacy Displayed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 2%.—The Rus- 
sian government is determined to force 
China to take decisive action with regard 
to the Russian demand that the provisions 
of the treaty of 1881 be complied with. 

Russla's ultimatum, which has been pre- 
sented to the administration at Peking 
through the Russian minister, declares that 
China must give a satisfactory reply to the 


Russian note of Feb. 16, setting forth in de- 


tail the Russian claims, before March 28, 
otherwise it will hold the Chinese govern~ 
ment responsible for such action as Ruseia 
déems advisable to take. 

The ultimatum was contained in @ tele- 
gram from M. Neratoff, the acting minister 
of foreign affairs, to M. Korostovetz, the 
Russian minister at Peking. 


Text of igs 6 

It follows: 

* Negotiations in cer months have con- 
vinced the imperial government that the 
Chinese government is seeking by cryptic 
and evasive anewers to reject the points 
of the note of Feb. 16. 

As an instance, on March 10 the Chinese 
memorandum presented to the Russian 
minister yielded, on the one hand, to our

repeated representations, and agreed that 
the establishment of a consulate at Kobdo 
showld not be made dependent upon the 
introduction of customs treaties, while, 
om the other hand, it remained silent re- 
garding the establishment of other on- 
guletes, for which provision was made in 
article 10 of the St. Petersburg treaty, and 
also regarding monopolies, which, oo.

It is also intimated in the matter of trade 
in local produdts that Russian treders 
must observe the same conditions es the 
Chinese, thus entirely ignoring the treaty 
provisions exempting Russians trading in 
Mongolla and western China from the 
payment of customs duties and other 
taxes whatsoever. 


Short Time for Action. 

Im view of the absolutely futile char- 
acter of such negotiations, during the 
course of which the Chinese government - 
has sought only to restrict Russia's treaty 
rights by advancing arguments which it 
afterwards abandoned, the Russian gov- 
ernment sees itself obliged to end this 
procrastination, for which there is no 
justification, and requests the Chinese 
government formally to admit that ali the 
pointe in the note of Feb. 16 are valid 
and conform tothe treaty stipulations. 

Oniy after such admission can the Rus- 
sian government agree to enter into ne- 
gotiations on the questions of the intro- 
duction ot customs duties, the establish - 
mont of u special régime for the tea trade, 
or any other partial modification of the 
treaty of 1881. 

Tf an exhaustive and satisfactory rep 
to all & pointe of the note of Feb. * 
not received by March 28, Russia reserves 
to iteeif freedom of action and will make 
the Chinese government responsible for 
the obstinacy displayed by it. 


QUIBBLING BY CHINA ALLEGED. 

In the action taken at Peking the Russian 
government reverts to the original demands 
concerning China’s adherence to the terms 
of the treaty of 1881. Since the first note 
was presented to the Chinese foreign board 
there has been a series of exchanges in which 
China has appeared as yielding on every dis- 
puted point The negotiations, however, have 
led nowhere, owing, according to the st. 
Petersburg view, to quibbling on the part of 
the Chinese. 

The note of Feb. 16 contained six points 
with which Russia demanded compliance. 
They are as follows: 

1. Russia's right to impose import and ex- 
port duties unlimited, except in the fifty verst 
sone, which is duty free. 

2 That the extra territorial rights of Rus- 
siane in, China shall not be infringed; that 
legal suits involving Russiane and Chinese 
shall be considered bya mixed jury s jurisdic- 
tion.

Speaker Asks Support for an Em- 
ployes“ Compensation Act. | 


URGES EDITORS TO HELP: 


Jumps Into Leadership of the Illinot 
Campaign. 


Springfield, In., March 2.— {Special.J— 
Speaker Adkins has Jumped into the leader- 
ship of the effort to pass an employés’ com- 
pensation act. He has sent an appeal to the 
editors of the downstate newepapers, plead- 
ing with them to get behind the measure as 
the proper solution of the flerce Aght which ts 
involving all sorts of interests over employ- 
ers’ liability legislation.

even organized labor in the cities.

The British crown jewels, fine as they are, 
cannot, with the exception of a few indtvid- 
ual gems, cOrmpare with some of the great 
Indian collections. The princes, rajahs, and 
maherajahe of India have the accumulated 
wealth of generations invested in countless 
daszling geme, whose value is incalculable. 

But if every Indian rajah had as great and 
as valuable a collection as the aggregate of 
all their colleptions even then, in the eyes 
of India, the British crown jewels would sur- 
pass them all.

‘OUSTER RESISTED 
BY HARVESTER C0. 


Brief Filed Declares It Has 
Not Violated Anti-Trust 
Law of Missouri. 


BRACE REPORT IS CITED. 


Shown by | Special Commissioner 
Not to Have Committed 
‘Offenses. Alleged. 


— — 


Jefferson City, Mo.. March 28. — The Inter- 
national Harvester company today filed its 
brief in the Supreme court in the case brought 
to oust that company from the state of Mis- 
sourl. The company states that Special Com- 
missioner Brace’s. report shows it has done 
no injurious acts, has in no manner restrained 
trade, limited production or increased prices, 
has been guilty of no oppressive practices 
against competitors, customers, or dealers; 
that facilities for the distribution of farm 
machinery have been increased; that re- 
pairs are cheaper and furnished more prompt- 
ly than ever before, and that the company’s 
liberal methods are satisfactory and bened- 
cial to dealers and farmers. 

It presents the evidence of seventy-three 
Missouri retailers to prove that competition 
in the harvester business has not been re- 
strained, and demands credit for having in- 
vited the fullest investigation and freely of- 
fering its records for inapection. é 

Tue harvester company sprang a gurprise 
by quoting W. J. Bryan's phonographic 
speech of 1908, in which Mr. Bryan says that 
the “ irresistible tendency of trusts ie to 
reise selling prices, depress the price of raw 
materials, reduce the quality of the product, 
and lessen the wages of laborers.” . 


Increase of Wages Shown. 

None of these resulta, it is stated, followed 
the organization of the International Har- 
vester company, but, although between 1902 
and 1908 the cost of raw materials increased 
from 20 to 40 per cent, the prices of binders 
and mowers did not increase until 1908, and 
then only about 8 per cent, while during the 
same period other farm machinery increased 
12 to 20 per cent. Further, it is stated that 
the wages paid by the harvester company 
increased over 17 per cent between 1902 and 
1907, while at the same time the quality of 
the machines manufactured has been im- 
proved. 

Special Commissioner Brace reported that 
the company had not charged unfair prices, 
or restricted dealers, or done any injurious 
acte in Missouri. Nevertheless, he decided 
that in the form of the company’s organiza- 
tion there was an illegal combination. 

The brief argues that the commissioner has 
erred in construing the Missouri anti-trust 
law; that the law prohibits agreements, 
which are usually secret, between separate 
corporations to fix prices, but that it does not 
forbid competitors from uniting in partner- 
ships or in a single corporation, as was done 
in the harvester case. 


Restraint of Trade Denied. 


The International Harvester company, it is 
stated, was organized to manufacture agri- 
cultural implements on a large scale in this 
country and abroad—not to restrain trade or 
production; the evidence showing that no 
factory has been closed down, but all had been 
enlarged, their. output increased, and many 
new lines of implements have been added to 
the company’s business. ? 

The brief states that this case is different 
from all other anti-trust cases, because never 
before has it been proposed to drive out “a 
corporation engaged in twenty-one lines of 


business simply because, in two lines, it has 


acquired the larger part of the trade. 

The fact is commented upon that, although 
the company is charged with great damage, 
not one farmer was called as a witness to 
prove any damage charges. On thecontrary, 
all the testimony showed that conditions in 
the Harvester trade had bere e

The author and the actress are so facile that the trrationality of Lola seems 
dreadfully possible.

HE most universally celebrated anni-

tercentenary anniversary of the Kings 

James or authorized version of the 
geriptures of the Old and New Testament, 
which is to be observed this year wherever 
the Bible is read in the English language. 

The eight versions of the scriptures which 
preceded the King James translation were 
more or less indifferently circulated and 
therefore had but a restricted reading, but 
since the revision of the scriptures under the 
patronage of King James 1. of Engiand the 
circulation of the English Bible has gone into 
every nock and corner of the English speak- 
ing world, and as a result the celebration of 
the three hundredth anniversary of the King 
James version on April 23 promises to be of 
paramount interest throughout: the church 
world. 

The exact date of the issuing of the scrip- 
tures of the authorized version not being ef- 
nitely known, the American Bible society has 
pet the date of April 23, the first Sunday 
after Easier, and the week following ag the 
period when the extensive program of con- 
ferentves, rallies, and conventions outlined by 
a special committee wil) be the order in the 
towns, hamlets, and cities of all English 
speaking netions. The organizations enter- 
ing into this extensive celebration are the 
churches and their allied benevolent boards, 
the schodis and colleges, and all organiza- 
tions which are in any way connected with 
the distribution of the Bible in the English 
tongue.

There is one important point that has been 
overlooked by many a man, and that is that 
no man has the moral right to dictate on 
the .question of how many children shall 
be born.

In the second generation 18 of his 
sons have sired 114 trotters and 14 pacers, 
while three of his daughters have produced 8 
trotters. Among the sons of Bingen are 
Tedd, with 49 trotters and 7 pacers to his 
eredit, as well as two sons that have sired 
trotters to take standard records, and Bin- 
gara, which has 24 trotters and a producing 
daughter, so that most of the glory of Bingen 
eomes from those two horses. 


Showing Favors Bingen.“ 

Peter the Great has sixty-two trotters and 
ene pacer, two of his sons have sired one 
trotter and one pacer, while two of his daugh- 
ters have produced a trotter apiece. Up to 
date, therefore, the showing ie decidedly in 
favor of Bingen as to the carrying power 
of the blood of the two sires, but on the other 
hand the colt trotters by Peter the Great are 
go overwhelmingly “the superior of the first 
generation Bingens there is no comparison 
‘between them.

“Beushiag Up" Accepted Thing. 

As to this preparatory work with the pre- 
paratory school, which may be specializing 
in “cramming” applicants for admission, 
the schools give no certificates and command 
no ratings by the Annapolis authorities. At 
the same time it is the accepted thing that 
the young man takes the “ brushing: up 
course if he shall feel the need of it. And 
most applicants do, if not in advance-of the 
Annapolis examinations, at least in the 
course of them, or afterward, when it may 
de too late. 

It has been asserted thet the first year at 
Annapolis in a year of “ weeding out“ Nat- 
urally, for the reason that the total govern-

One ot the examples of this prof- 
fered aid and acceptance was in the pase of 
Frank J. Sprague, an Annapolis man, and 
known widely as the inventor of the electric 
trolley car. At the breaking out of the Span- 
ish war Sprague was drawing a salary of. 
$20,000 or $25,000 a year as 4 general manager 
and expert electrical engineer. Sprague vol- 
unteered his services to the navy, Was ac- 
cepted, and went into the Brooklyn navy 
yard on a lieutenant’s pay of $1,400 a year as 
a superintendent of electrical Kune and 
repairs. 

While the cadet at Annapolis who has 
capacity acquires a grounding in mathemat- 
les, physics, and English which quelifies him 
for specializing in several lines in civic life, 
not many of them leave the service. Fewer 
are expected to leave hereafter, for the rea- 
son that with the growing navy and the terri- 
torial expansions following the Sbaniah- 
American war. more time is promised at sea. 

At the same time this promise of growing 
ges. service sometimes is tho chief reason for 
the Annapolis man to leave the navy. He 1 
human and he wants to get married and rear 
a family.

War is the one great opportunity—just as 
it is the greatest risk—to the naval officer and 


geamen alike. To the extent that officers are 
killed, the chance of promotion for the sur- 
vivors. is increased. This is not all, ‘pow- 
ever, for as vs shown in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, fi opportunities for skill and 
merit and daring, lifted officers from ob- 
security to the front ranks. These men 
grasped the opportunity, took the chance, 
and got away with it.“ 


In the war with Spain, for example. Dewey 


became admiral of the fleets which since that 
time have been divided into the Atlantic. 
Pacific, and Asiatic squadrons. One of the 
marked changes in the ranks of an individual 
was thet of Hugo Osterhaus, who at the 
opening of the war had been a lieutenant for 
twenty years. Through this war the former 
Lieut. Osterhaus became Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, and he is commanding the second 
division of the Atlantic fleet today. 

Before the war with Spain the average term 
of a lieutenancy in the navy was thirty years, 
more than half of the time on shore duty— 
possibly In the offices of a dingy recruiting 
station in a metropolitan city.

New Non-Slipping Horseshoes. 


ORSES need no longer suffer from 
bruised sides and strained limbs 
catised by slipping on slippery pave- 
ments. A Kansas City man has ap- 
plied for a patent on a pair of non- 

sApping horseshoes, which in demonetration 
on’ icy streets proved to be highly successful. 

The shoes are made of forged steel and ere 
made in eight different sizes for horses and 
mules, and weigh from one to two pounds. 
On the. botom of the device are four pegs of 
tool steel, two on either side, which may 
easily be removed when they become dull 
and replaced by new ones. These pegs are 


pointed so that they may eink deep into the 
ice. A set screw in the front of the device 
screws on to the toe clip, thus holding the 
device firmly, and two small lugs further 
back hold the device in placé when there are 
no toe corks. 

Slots in the back allow the corks to slip 
through and the tail pieces curve over them, 
thus insuring. a firm hold on the shoe Th the 
back. The device can be taken off or put on 
in a moment, and the pegs can be replaced 
for 1 cent each. The cost of the finished de- 
vice will be about $5, and with proper care 
it should last many years.

The head of an office department in a big business 
was working at his books late one evening when sae gies 
dent af the corporation came through the room and stepped. 
at his desk. 

„Well, Mr. Franklin, what are you doing here to- 
night?” The president was smiling and Franklin thought 
it a fine chance to show his industry and loyalty to the firm. 

“We were a little behind at quitting time and 1 
came down to clean things up. 

But now the great man was, strangely enough, 

frowning. [f your department is properly organized, 
Mr. Franklin, and you are big enough to run it, there 
should. be no reason fer anybody working after hours. 
It isn’t a good symptom.” 

Admittedly the best department head in a certain large business was promoted the other 

day to the chair of the general manager. He was asked to tell how it happened. 

| When I took hold of my department I was forced, among other things, to dictate about 
forty letters a day, he said. One of the first things I did was to unload that on one of my 
subordinates. I gave him certain forms to follow, looked over the letters he turned out for a 
week or two, and, when he had got the swing of it, gave him the whole responsibility. 

„One by one I unloaded my other routine and regular duties in much the same way. 
By the end of a year I had made myself practically useless. All I had to do was to sit at my 
desk and see that the other ninety people in the room did their work promptly and properly. 

Then, one afternoon, the president carne into my office. Barrett, he said, ‘I see that 
vou have the proper idea of scientific organization. aan leaves the firet of the. your and I 
think you'll make a good general manager.” 

Not every department head is big enough to look at it in the right way. He’ s afraid to 
give his subordinates any responsibility, for fear they will steal his job. He thinks that unless 
he is dictating letters all the time or checking up orders or attending to some other detail the 

boss will think he is loafing on the job. : 

It! is also equally true that quite as many employers are not big enough to understand 

or appreciate real organization. A lot of them would feel cheated if any man in their employ 
didn’t keep eternally fussing at something. 

I rerhember once sitting in the office of the president of a 3 e eee company. 
In came the busybody of the plant to complain that one of the department heads spent most 
of his time leaning back in a chair looking out of the window, The president was a very broad 
minded and successful man and I was surprised when he apparently took the complaint to 
heart. , 

Let's go and look, he said. We went out together into a court between the buildings 
and the busybody pointed out the culprit, He sat in a very easy and comfortable position and 
he certainly seemed to be staring out of the window at nothing in particular, The busybody 
burst out in triumph: More than half the time it’s just like that. 

Back again in the president’s office we sat down about a table where the department records 
were kept. ‘‘How’s his department doing? the president asked.

O THOSE of us who keep weekly ac- 
counts, James A. Burns’ summary of 
household expenses in last Sunday's 
TRIBUNE proved of ho smal! interest.

every tem serves as a check on expenses in 
more ways than one—after doing it some 
time we get into the way of considering how 
something we wish to buy will look om our 
balance sheet. 

Now for the criticism: We should hardly 
expect from such a limited wage to pay out 
$134.68 for drugs and doctor in one year, 
and come out without debt. Surely this is 
either an exceptional year or an exceptional 
family. One year in my account book shows 
$50.29 for doctor and medicine, and this m- 
cludes nuree for three weeks, too. My 
husband had a big dentist’s bill two years 
ago, but even this hardly made up such 
a big total. Now it is up to Mr. Burns 80 
to arrange matters that the ensuing year 
shall not show more than $25 or $30. A big 
doctor’s bill is surely a disgrace—it shows 
we do not know how to live. 


We have always claimed that our large

‘sufficient for his personal expénsée—cighys,

wooden man with arms stretched forward, 
the hands holding on to the upper end of 4 
wire, C, coming up between the side pieces. F. 

A nail (f) running through these side pieces 
and through a loop bent into the wire as a 
pivot supports the aeroplane on the wire. 
This wire runs on down to fit loosely into a 
hole drilled in the top end of a stick, B, which 
ig to support our mill. 

You can see in pivoting the model in this 
way that the windmill is free to turn in any 
direction, right and left, on the wire, C, as 
an axle and at the same time the model can 
move up and down, pivoting on the nail (f), 


to point up into the air or down into the 


ground, 

Thus, as the wind blows the rudder, R, by 
the action of the wind upon it turns the 
model around so as to point the machine 
directly towards the wind. At the same time 
the wind striking the tail, T. raises it, thus 
bringing the propeller. down into line with the 
ind. 

As the tall piece rise und falls by the action 
of the wind it looks as though the little 
wooden man is working the levers to bring 
the machine to a horizontal ' position, this 
being done in a most lifelike manner. 

The wings of this model are cut out from 
thin wood or can de made of tin, as in the 
pattern drawing. The,fuselage or main 
framework I have already described, but it 
Is made of thin strips, each one about as 
long as the width of the wings together, and 
fy nailing them together at the rear the tin 
rudder piece, R, is nailed between them, while 
the tall plane, ‘also of thin tin, is nailed un- 
derneath the rudder. | 

The propeller is made like a two bladed 
windmill, as in the smaller sketch, and is 
mounted on the frame as shown. The pro- 
peller should turn loosely on the nail or 
needle axle. 

When this much is done balance the mode! 
and where it just pivots bore the hole for the 
nail (t), which will support our model on the 

wire. 

Next cut out the figure of the man, being 


careful not to make this too large and heavy. 
Wood from a grape basket cover would be 


about right for this figure, or you might use 
cigar box wood. The way the arms are 
pivoted on and the way the model is fastened 
in the frame ig easily seen.

Collars and cuffs—Straight poke, point, or 
wing collars.

Gloves— White glace kid with self-stitching, 
moderately heavy. There has been an un- 
successful attempt during the season just 
past to revive the vogue of white gloves with 
black‘stitching, for evening wear. The single 
button should be of white pearl, rather than 
of gilt. Gloves should not be removed at the 
opera or at receptions or upon other formel 
occasions, except dinners. When dining out, 
however, they are left im the dressing room 
with one’s hat and coat. 

Hat—The silk nat is correct for all occasions 
when full evening dress is worn. Even at the 
theater or the opera the opera hat ia not a 
sine qua non of smart dress, although there 
are rumors of its return to fashion. It is per- 
fectiy correct form of headwear for the opera, 
theater, or engagements of that character, 
but the silk hat should be worn to dinners, 
receptions, and other entertainments at pri- 
vate houses, 

Footwear—Patent leather pumps with

One and three-quarter pounds of flour, one 
ounce of compressed yeast, one ounce of 
mixed spice, four ounces of butter, four 
ounces of brown sugar, four ounces of sul- 
tanas or currants, two ounces of chopped 
mixed peel, two eggs, three-quarters of a pint 
of milk; sift half a pound of the flour and 
the spice into a bowl, mix the yeast and a 
teaspoonful of sugar together with a wooden 
spoon until both are liquid; heat the milk 
until it is just lukewarm, then mix it with 
the yeast; make a well in the middle of the 
flour, then gradually strain in the milk, etc., 
stirring it in smoothly with the wooden 
spoon. Cover the top of the bowl with a 
piece of paper and put it in a warm plece 
for half an hour or until the top of the 
“sponge” is covered with bubbles. Sift 
the rest of the flour into a large bowl, rub 
the butter lightly into it, then add the 
chopped peel, cleaned fruit, and sugar. When 
the sponge in the first bow! is ready, that 
is, when the surface is covered with bubbles, 
begin beating some of the ingredients from 
the second bowl into it Use the hand fér 
this. Continue this mixing and beating until 
all the dry ingredients are mixed with the 
sponge; add the beater, eggs gfadmally as 
the mixture seems getting dry.

But who knows more about 
mousseline de sole And chenille and batiste 
than man knows even about the batting aver- 
age of the Cubs—what would she do? 

But national dress must be worn in Bul- 
garia, for its ruler, as well as those of the 

Other little Balkan states, looks far ahead 
and must keep up the bars between his sub- 
jects and the hungry tiger natione that wait 
around him always watching for the chance 
to devour; Russia, Austria, and suave old 
Turkey stand at his gates with glistening 
eyes and wait, so the fervent nationalism of 
the people must be kept flaming. ed what 
seems extravagant theatricality of dress in 
these days when European dress is encroach- 
ing on most of the world, keeps the people 
alive to the individuality. of the state by the 
expression in the jackets of the men and the 
skirts and marvelous embroidery of the wom- 
ym. It is in tone with the minstrelsy of the 
gingle stringed fiddles and the ever present 
readiness for war. 

When one learne that the business prosper- 
ity and even life in a country depends on ad- 
herence to a somewhat conventional mode of 
dress, there is quick decision in favor of it 
usually, but still a king may not be the only 
autocrat. America's smiling president frowns 
not at all on the puffed sleeve, the polonalse 
of olden days, and the hoopskirt, but has not 
a higher edict forbidden them? America may 
not weep for Bulgaria, it is not so hard after 
ell. 

Still, a W of real Bulgarian costumes 
sweeps upon the vision with the suggestion of 
great variety after all, and Why not, for each 
is woven with the dreams and ideals of one 
‘woman who is putting her loves into a gown 
for the climactic point of her life—her wed- 
ding. Few women of Bulgaria are so rich or 
proud as to buy her gowns when she can her- 
self make one she can be sure will not bea 
“copy gown,” and shall have cherries in 
vivid and white in conventionalized patterns 
when all her village friends are bending 
busily over their work on flowers and grain 
leaves. 

Red is the color loved by the Bulgarians 
and few dresses there are not enriched with 
its brightness. Their dyes are all their own 
and the red runs toa dark dullness almost in- 
fringing on crintson that is a secret carefully 
guarded and cannot be replaced outside the 
mountain fastnesses of the little state itself. 

Bulgaria believes in fringes and they are 
over all with the rare exceptions when the 
underskirt, always of the best of white linen, 
may be scalloped at the bottomand even then 
Me fringe effect is used in the over tunic, for 
the gathering of the many threads suggests to 
the wearers the numbers of their nation, asis

It pays to watch for bargains if you know a 
bargain when you see it. I have saved many 
dollars on gowns and waists because I never 
buy from any but exclusive stores, for there 
they are constructed from the best materials, 
are well made, with the correct cut, and many 
of them are imported.

Under this the cotton 
fiber has the appearance of a flattish strip 
twisted, while flax fiber is round, like u fine 
worm. 

The presence of vegetable or animal fiber 
in Alk may be detected by soaking a sample 
of the fibric In concentrated hydrochloric 
acid, which at once dissolves:the silk, leaving 
the other fibers untouched.

A suit bought last spring should be well 
worth one’s time altering sufficiently to on- 
form with this season's ideas. As We all 
know, the suit coats are short, the aleeves are 
put into the armholes without any fullness, 
and the skirt lines are about as straight as 
can be. 

If the skirt of the suit needs changing it 
will be a good idea to rip it entirely apart 
and send both the coat and skirt to a firat 
class cleaner before working on it. 

It may be possible to cut the skirt so dit - 
ferently that it will look like a perfectly 
new skirt. There are many good designs 
from which to make a choice if the skirt was 
cut in such a way that recutting is possible, 
and one of the prettiest styles is the six gored 
one showing an inverted plait at the front 
and back seams. This design. gives the elen- 
der lines and at the same time tiere is room 
enough to walk. 

The raised waist line would help to give it 
a this season look also, and if the original 
length of the skirt will not permit of this, it

Do not think of doing any cutting, howe 
ever, until all the skirt pieces have been 
al out smoothly on a table and the different 
pleces of the new pattern laid on In laying 
these pieces on strict attention must be paid 
to laying each piece on the night grain of the 
cloth.

F you were a murderer and were led 
into the dock to hear sentence of death 
passed upon you, and the solemn voice 
of the judge should strike upon your ‘ear 
in that dreadful moment, saying: “ Pris- 
oner at the bar, how do you choose to 
die? The law gives you a privilege as to 
how you shall expiate your crime. You 

shall be hanged by the neck until you arg dead; you 
shall be shot through the heart; or you may elect, 
voluntarily and by your own hand, to take and drink 
a deadly poison.” 
this dread choice, WHICH manner of death would you 
choose? 

For in a state of this modern America the man who 
has killed his brother will be called upon to make his 
choice. The new penal code of Nevada so provides. 
When sentence is passed the murderer shall name the 
manner of his death. He may be hanged, or he may 
be shot, or, if he prefer to end the ghastly business 
by his own hand, he may place on the tip of his tongue 
a single drop of hydrocyanic acid and, upon the ‘instant, 
fall dead. He may commit suicide by poison under tie 
law, the officers of the state standing by. The prison 
doctor, under direction of the warder, shall warn him 
just what will follow, and shall then hand him. the 
poison cup upon which he shall read, printed, this 
authority the state confers for his self-destruction:

Pure Bred Arabis Numerically Small. 


It is rather odd that the progressive’ sheep men of 
the United States should have been content so long to 
grow sheep wool and not sheep fur. But the difficul- 
tles of bringing the fur bearing sheep from Asia are 
enough to deter most men from any effort in that 


direction. The entire number of pure bred Arabis in 


Bokhara is estimated at only 6,000, and the fanatical 
Rokharans regard them as sacred and fight bitterly 
any effort to take even a single ram from the country. 

But even a slight Arabi strain has a noticeable effect 
upon the fur of the ordinary long haired sheep, and 
the greater part of the animals which produce the fur 
imported from Russia and Persia are far from pure 
bred Kkarakule. The experimsuts so far carried on in 
Texas with the imported pure bloods and with native 
Sh-opshires, merinos, and English Lincolnshireg are 
said to have shown that the commercial varieties of 
Persian lamb, astrakhan, krimmer, and Afghan, known 
in the United States as caracul, can be successfully 
produced in this country. 
The cost of bringing this pioneer herd to Texas was 
$22,000. Yet there were only fifteen animals, and the 
original cost of these was 4 comparatively small sum. 
There were many expenses, however, in the long trip. 
including nine months in quarantine.

A garment of genuine karakule costs from $600 
to $1,000, and so few of the pure blooded animals are 
ed that their fur rarely gets to this country, but ts 
sav’4 for Russian princes and Parisian beauties. 

The hope of the Americ.n sheep fur enthusiast lies 
in the remarkable strength of the karakule strain. 
eme splendid results have been obtained so far in the 
United’ States by the importation of several hundred 
Persian broadtall sheep, the best of which are not 
more than 60 per cent karakule.

Persian Broadiail of Stuggled Stock. 


For centuries enterprising herders from Afghanistan, 
Persia, Turkestan, Chiva, Palestine,‘ Syria, and Asia 
Minor have been smuggling an occasional buck from 
its home country, the khanate of Bokhara, in an effort 
to kéep their own miserable sheep from dying out. 
The well known Persian broadtall is from this stock, 
and the Russians have gained some wonderful results 
financially from the fur of animais that are not more 


than half Arabi, the other stock being the common 


white sheep of central Asia. 

The Afghans deserve the credit of producing the 
firet and best commercial adi fur, but the Persians, 
b. reason ot the market being at Tashkent, have been 
credited with the honor. These commercial furs, Per- 
sian lamb, astrakhan. krimmer, and caracul, are all 
produced from part blood animals. It will be seen. 
therefore, that a small number of full bloods will in 
tim? give America a fur crop. In time astrakhan and 
Persian lamb may become go common that even all 
tr. @ hd own automobiles may also have fdr auto- 
mobile’ coats. 

— The difference between the genuine full hlooded fur 
coat and the product of the half-bloods is that the 
real thing does not have to be dyed te make it black. 
The Arabi or karakule lamb at birth is the blackest 
sheep in the world. It is, in fact, the most highly pig- 
mente animal in existence and has a luster whick 
makes it look like the richest of figured black velvet. 
But to get this rich black color it is absolutely neces- 
sar to dye a. of the other astrakhan and mixed furs. 
The lambs are killed a few days after birth, and even

is an indication of @ temporary failure of adjustment 
to our rapidly .developing civilization.” 

What is this “temporary fallure of adjustment to 
our rapidly developing civilization "? 

Putting it bluntly and brutally, the leaders of the 
medica) profession today are holding that the source 
of these stubborn, deadly, non-communicable diseages 
of men lies in “gluttony.” 

They are the diseases of overeating, overdrinking, 
and underexe--ising.

HERE is a difference 3 the toy revo- 
lutions which are constantly breaking out 
in some of the southern republics and the 
real wars, such as the one Bonilla has 
been waging in Honduras.

In the dining room of a Creole café in the old French 
quarter of New Orleans, four men are seated about 
a table, deep in earnest conversation ober their demi- 
tasse and cigarets. The scene, the men, all but one of 
them, are typical of each other. The three more or 
less unkempt figures blend easily with the soiled table- 
cloth, the fly-specked electric light globes, the garlic- 
emelling, untidy waiters hurrying here and there with 
watered claret and the thirty cent table @héte. For 
this is Bohemia,“ N unclean, in the nn.

But the group at the table are not “bohemians” nor of 
that idly curious class, the tourists. They are there for 
business, a business which has to do with the crackling 
of machine guns and the ping, ping of the Mauser. 
They are “the revolution” and the revolutionists, of a 
certain style, of the South and Central American ro- 
publics. 

Three are smoking cigarets, typically Latin. These 
are the revolutionists. The fourth, an earnest Mstener 
puffing at a black cigar, is that intangible personifica- 
tion of the thing you hear*so much about, The South 
American Revolution.” A citizen of the United States, 
of England, of Germany, of France, or of Holland, his 
class is invariably the same. The man at the table 
is representative of others of his kind. 

Forty, or thereabouts, sun-tanned and hard featured, 
glinty eyed, and of a sardonically cynical appearance, 
he wears withel a smile which in a younger man might 
be called happy-go-lucky, but which in his case is 
merely his patent of good fellowship, one of the chief 
assets of the commercial soldier of fortune. 

To his left sits a full faced little man, his small 
black mustache curling away from the corners of his 
lips with a twist that lends to his olive skinned face 
an almost cherubic expression. His collar is dirty 
and frayed, keeping company with his soiled shirt and 
shiny black suit. Should de arise he would limp as 
he walked across the room, and if you asked him why 
he would show a gleam of white teeth under the curl- 
ing mustache and launch into a gesticulating tale of 
terrible battles and stormings of cities.

motive. But long béforé this, Milwaukee 
avenue had become the greatest and muddiest 
thoroughfare in the world—that is, of course, 
outside the loop. By 1636 it was a famous 
wagon trail. Five years before this John 
Kinzie Clark had become the first white 
eolonist on the street in Jefferson. Elijah 
Wentworth followed with an up-to-date two 
room log tavern that was much admired, 
During the Black Hawk war, in 1832, the en- 
tire population of upper Milwaukee avenue 
came into Fort Dearborn for safety, the only 
time a Milwaukee avenue man ever acknowi- 
edged the superiority of the loop on any point. 
But this was only a momentary weakness, 


and Abram Gale soon built the first frame 


house in Jefferson, and in 1841 Chester Dick- 
inson found traffic so important that he Built 
the Dickinson inn or Milwaukee road house 
om the street near Irving Park boulevard, 
where ie still stands. :

Deep Sea Voyage to go. 

Meanwhile Milwaukee av was still 
muddy. The time required for a deep sea 
voyege from Northfield to the old Chicago 
postoffice and back was four days during a 
drought and eight days after a good fall of 
dew. In the spring time the Northfield peo- 
pie did not come to Chicago. The first at- 
tempt to improve the road had brought it 
directly by the Green Tree tavern. Accord- 
ing to history (kindly refer all Übel sults to 
Alfred Bull, a historian of the northwest— 
side), the tavern keeper was able to prove to 
the surveyors that the magnetic pole was in 
the tavern bar, with the result that they ran 
the road past his door. Whether this had 
anything to do with the four and eight day 
journeys history does not make clear. 

Meanwhile, the city had put on its rubber 
boots and had waded out northwestward as 
far as Chicago avenue. A map printed in 
Ir shows that the most adventurous real 
estate speculator had mot then dared plat 
an addition beyond that point. Some pic- 
turesque frontier atmosphere still lingers 
about this section of the street. 

A map, dated 1849, shows Milwaukee ave- 
nue serving a rich and bounteous farm coun- 
try. At the northwest corner of Chicago and 
Milwaukee avenues D. Elston had a splen- 
did sixty acres, with good improvements, 
all under cultivation and fence. Passing 
along, Milwaukee avenue touched the farms 
of M. C. Beers at Division street, forty acres; 
D. 8. Lee, W. M. Lytle, and Asahel Pierce, 
forty acreb each, at Center street; and far- 
ther on, she lovely homes of G. N. Powell, J. 
P. Chapin; and J. B. Weir.

Plank Road First Paving. 

In the same year the avenue became bot- 
tomless and the firs! ot its manzi pavings 
was put in. It became the Northwestern 
plank road. The mud was disguised with 
corduroy and plank and other subterfuges 
and toll gates put in at Fullerton avenue, 
Belmont, Elston avenue, Graceland avenue, 
Jefferson, Niles, Dytchman’s Point, and 
Wheeling, the last at the northern edge of 
the county and.the end of the road. In time 
the avenue became such a thoroughfare ‘that 
the average daily . takings of all the gates 
was $400, and the Fullerton avenue gate is 
credited on a single Sunday with $790 tolls.
